We passed Yorktown© in tile afternoon and had a good view of the place 
where Cornwallis surrendered and closed the Revolutionary war. 
In the 
evening tile steam er had reached the Chesapeake bay and looking up the 
river I could see the sun set in the w ater th at bounded the line of the 
horizon. The sky was perfectly clear. W ent to sleep again on the cabin 
floor a t an early hour.

rose and looked out of the window and saw nothing but the farm skirted 
shore of the river on either side. The boat is fast on a liar whither the 
pilot ran her last niwht in his eagerness to gain time by avoiding the 
circuitous route of the channel. 
He came on a t high tide and is now 
helplessly fast until the tide rises again. Several efforts were made to get 
her off but w ithout success. 
Considerable impatience and m urm uring 
prevails but all to no {impose. 
Here we are stuck in the middle of the 
Potomac, doomed to wait until some lucky swell starts us on our journey 
again. 
The tim e is spent in reading, writing up the diary, conversation 
w ith returning soldiers fee. 
Perhaps It is all for the best. 
About noon 
a friendly tug came to our aid and giving us an effective pull brought us 
out into the deep water. Then we start again for W ashington as fast as 
the engines will move us. 
Had a fine view of Mt. Vernon and Fort 
W ashington in passing. Stopped at A lexandria^ few m inutes and reached 
the wharf at W ashington shortly afterward. 
I go to the Commission 
rooms, wash up. change my clothes, and feel like a new man.

Visit the Pennsylvania Agency

Institute. Spend a short time at tile Capitol and President’s house and 
walk through the Jackson Square.

prepared for th a t purpase and my journey from day to day was noted ' 
down at the time. 
After 38 years I have copied It here th a t it may be 
more carefully preserved and easily read. 
It was w ritten with a pencil 
and would be hard for anyone else to decipher correctly- 
The original. 
I hope will be preserved by ml descendants. 
It Is gratifying to me to 
think that my children will have this account of the part their father 
took in the gigantic war for the Union th a t deluged the country w ith 
blood for four terrible years of tile nation’s history. 
From W ashington I went to Philadelphia and thence to my home in 
Curwinsville, where I resumed my pastoral work. 
It lias always been a 
great source of pleasure to me in after years to review' the stirring events 
of which I was a spectator at tile time of tiieir occurrence.
